There is no other kind of lire 
stock that will return so large a profit 
to the successful producer as will 
poultry, and no kind of poultry is more 
profitable than turkeys when handled 
properly. 
The fact that turkeys will, from the 
time that they are six weeks old till 
winter sets in, gain the greater part 
of their entire living from bugs, grass­ 
hoppers and waste grain that they 
pick up in their wanderings over tho 
range, assures their existence through 
this period at little or no cost to the 
grower. 
They may be termed self-sustain­ 
ing foragers where they have suffi­ 
cient range. 
The chance of profit in the produc­ 
tion of turkeys Is gradually improv­ 
ing as a result of a more general use 
of the flesh. 
There cannot be much opportunity 
for growing poults to maturity when 
they are hatched late in the season, 
they may be sold for broilers at a 
good profit. 
No dish is more valued in our large 
cities 
at 
the 
present 
time 
than 
broiled poults. 
Turkeys that are hatched early in 
the spring w-ould grow to weigh from 
fourteen to twenty pounds by Thanks­ 
giving week. 
These weights are often exceeded 
by the best growers, but as they are 
the most popular and the most readily 
produced they are suggested as the 
m ost advisable. 
The average yield of turkey hens is 
from eighteen to thirty eggs, each of 
which can usually be counted on to 
produce a living poult. 
The question of profit from keeping 
turkeys simply resolves 
itself into 
the ability of the grower to bring 
them to marketable size. 
This can 
readily be done if car* and atten­ 
tion be given to ail the requirements 
of success.

Great value is obtained from pump­ 
kins fed to hogs along with corn from | 
the corrective influences w-hich they j 
exercise upon the digestive system. 
They have a cooling influence on the ■ 
pig’s system and keep his stomach j 
and bowels in perfecto: condition while I 
he is being fed a large amount of ; 
com during the finishing process and i 
consequently he is less subject to ail­ 
ments at that critical time. 
But the seeds of pumpkins are so 
exceedingly rich in protein that the 
pigs should not have too many of them, j 
Pumpkins are valuable for hogs af­ 
flicted with worms. 


It is well to havo some finely 
chopped up grass and some coarse 
grit for the chicks and a small quan­ 
tity cf meat cut up In tiny pieces, or 
some of the manufactured foods that 
contain meat will help to grow them 
wonderfully. 
The temperature of the sleeping 
compartment of the brooder should 
be at about ninety degrees during 
the first three of four days. The tem­ 
perature should be taken about half 
way between the floor and the top of 
the brooder. 
At the end of four days the heat 
should be decreased gradually until 
the young birds are three weeks old, 
when TO degrees at night will be suf­ 
ficient

SOCIALISM GOING DRY 


A report on alcohol was presented 
to a session of the socialist national 
committee in Chicago last week. The 
report was read by Carl I). Thomp­ 
son, secretary of a special commit­ 
tee appointed over a year ago to in­ 
vestigate both 
sides 
of 
the liquor 
question. 
Here are a few extracts 
from the report: 
“Alcohol is a narcotic poison. 
“Alcohol weakens the 
itellectual 
powers. The very influence bv which 
it enables the user to forget hunger, 
worry, sorrow 
and 
pain constitutes 
its danger. 
“Total abstinence is the only safe 
and wise course to pursue. 
“Although the wages in the liquor 
industry are among the best, yet the 
degree 
of 
exploitation 
is 
greater 
than in any other phase of the capi­ 
talist system. In addition to the ex­ 
ploitation of labor in the production 
of alcoholic liquors, the liquor traf­ 
fic still further exploits labor in tin* 
excessive charge when the liquor is 
retailed to the consumer, and. what 
is worst of all, exploits th e-working 
class through the evil effects result­ 
ing from the use and abuse of alco­ 
holic drinks. 
“The socials! party can not remain 
indifferent or inactive, 
but 
should 
take a definite 
position 
and active 
part in combating the evils of alco­ 
holism. 
“In regard 
to 
the 
restriction of 
personal liberty, 
the committee can 
not wholly approve 
of 
the opinion 
held by those 
who 
use this argu­ 
ment. 
For while 
there are certain 
personal rights that should be invio­ 
late, yet thcre are others that must 
give way if the* common interest re­ 
quires it.” 
The committee is in favor of rec­ 
ompense in the abolition of the liqu­ 
or traffic, and urged that 
the ques­ 
tion finally be referred to the entire 
party for decision.
